Mr. Bartlett believes that the day is 
not for distant when the railroads will ■ 
enter our city and all cities for that 
matter, through a right-of-way which 
shall be enclosed by vine covered 
fences, and that they will no longer pass 
through a maze of unattractiveness and 
filth. 

Los Angeles has much to learn from 
Cleveland, too, in the matter of prison 
reform. In the two state penitentiaries 
in California 2,500 prisoners are herded 
in less than 800 cells. Every condition 
makes for the developing of criminals, 
rather than for the reforming of wrong¬ 
doers. Cleveland has purchased a farm 
three miles long and one mile wide, 
and to it she has sent her criminals and 
with few guards few attempt to escape. 
They are building their own homes, 
and producing their own food and are 
learning to lead wholesome, normal 
lives. 

In the matter of trees, too, Los An¬ 
geles has erred, in that she has cut her 
finest specimens to make way for ce¬ 
ment sidewalks, and in doing that she 
has gone back twenty years, from an 
artistic standpoint. Now Mr. Harper, 
as city forester, is making a special 
study of appropriate shade trees, and an 
attempt is being made to rectify the 
mistakes of earlier years.

Considers Sanitary Measures and Makes 
Recommendations —Question of 
Vaccination.

A regular meeting of the board of 
.health was held Wednesday evening, 
Oi't. 27, at which were present Dr. New¬ 
bury, chairman, J. H. Wright, secretary, 
Health Officer Titian J. Coffey and 
Messrs. Morgan and Osgood. 

Health Officer Dr. Coffey reported on 
the condition found at the dairies in¬ 
spected by the board, on Sunday, Oct. 
25, and made recommendations for the 
for the improving of some of the 
methods, and the cleaning up and drain¬ 
ing of an animal corral, also inspected 
by the board. 

A communication was read from the 
principal of the Sierra Madre school, in 
reply to a request from the board, show¬ 
ing the number of vaccinated and un¬ 
vaccinated pupils, and as many of the 
pupils arc not vaccinated, the board 
intend having the school inspected and 
the compulsory vaccination of all 
pupils carried out, according to the 
health laws of the state of California. 

The board of health will confer with 
the trustees relative to the appointment 
of a committee to confer with a com¬ 
mittee from the board of health and as¬ 
certain the best means of securing and 
compelling the registration of all tuber¬ 
culosis inhabitants of Sierra Madre. 
This is a requirement forced upon the 
local board by the state board of health. 
The law governing the same requiring a 
register to be kept. This register will 
be for the use of health boards only 
and will not be open to public inspec¬ 
tion under any circumstances, so there 
will be no publicity in connection with 
the names put on the register, or any 
information imparted by any health of¬ 
ficer regarding this. 

Action will be taken to force the 
owners of properties, where there are col¬ 
onies of small houses and tents, to erect 
a greater number of out-houses, and 
more sanitary ones with deeper cess¬ 
pools, as inspection by the board showed 
that in this respect the conditions were 
very bad in some parts of the town. 

The trustees will be asked to allow 
the health officer a contingency fund 
of $50.00.
